DEPUTATION of Clerk of the Peace for the County of Limerick. 



T his indenture, made the Twenty-first clay of August, in the year of our Lord 
One thousand eight hundred and tweniy-nine, Between The Right Honourable 
Windham Earl of Dimraven, of Adare, in the County of Limerick, of the one part, and 
Windham l^lagrath Fitz-Gerald) of the City of Limerick, Esquire, of the other part; 
W HEiiEAS our late Sovereign Lord the King, by his Letters Patent, under the Great Seal of 
that part of the United Kingdom called Ireland, hath nominated, constituted and appointed 
the said Windham Earl of Dunraven, by his then style and title of The Honourable 
Windham Quin, to be Gustos Rotiilorum of the said County of Limerick during his 
pleasure: NOW this Indenture Witiiesseth, That the said Windham Earl of Dunraven, for 
and in consideration of the good opinion which he hath conceived of the said Windham 
Magiath Fitz-Gerald, and of the trust and confidence which he reposeth in him, hath 
deputed, constituted, nominated and ordained, and by these presents doth depute, con- 
stitute, nominate and ordain him the said Windham Magrath Fitz-Gerald to be Clerk of 
the Peace in and for the said Comity of Limerick, for so long a time as the said Windham 
Magrath Fitz-Gerald as such Clerk of the Peace shall well demean himself in his said 
Office, and no longer ; and tlie said Windliam Earl of Dunraven doth liereby authorize and 
empower the said Windham Magratli Fitz-Gerald, for the time aforesaid, to serve, exercise 
and execute tlie said oIRce of Clerk of the Pence of the said County of Limerick ; and the 
said Windham Earl of Dunraven, as far as in him lies, doth also by these presents covenant 
and grant unto the said Windham Magrath Fitz-Gerald, that it sliall and may be lawful to 
and for the said Windham Magrath Fitz-Gerald, by force thereof, and of these presents, 
to appear, answer, serve and minister as Clerk of the Peace of the said County of Limerick, 
for and during the lime' aforesaid, and as well in all places in the said County of 
Limerick as in all and every the Counties and Cities, Court and Courts, within the Kingdom 
of Ireland, and before all and every the .Justices of Assize and Gaol Delivery, Commissioners 
of Oyer and Terrniuer, Justices of the Peace, Coroners, Eslreaiors and other Officers and 
Commissioners of this Kingdom, wliere the said Windham Magrath Fitz-Gerald, by virtue 
of the said office of Clerk of the Peace aforesaid, ought to be and appear, answer, serve or 
attend, and to answer, return and execute all Process', Precepts, Mandates and Coinmand- 
ments to him directed, or hereafter to be directed during the lime aforesaid, out of any of 
the Courts of our said Lord the King; and the said Windham Earl of Dunraven doth by 
these Presents grant unto the said VVindham Magrath Fitz-Gerald for executing of the said 
office of Clerk ol the Peace aforesaid, all Fees, Duties and Profits arising and growing thereby 
or thereout; and all Fees, Rew'ards, Allowances and Profits incident to the said Office, or 
thereunto belonging, or which shall be allowed by the Laws of this land, or the Customs of 
the said County, and as warranted by Law; To have and enjoy the said Duties, Fees, 
Rewards, Allowances and other Profits to liis own use and behootj without any account 
to be rendered thereof to the said Windham Earl of Dunraven, his executors or adminis- 
trators for thesame: And the said Windham Magrath Fitz-Gerald, for and in consideration 
of Five Shillings to him paid by the said Windham Earl of Dunraven, the receipt whereof he 
doth hereby acknowledge, and also for and in consideration of tlie appointment and grant of 
the Fees of the said office of Clerk of the Peace of the said County, and of the free gift and 
grant of the said Office, doth, for himself, ins heirs, executors, administrators and assigns, 
and every of them, covenant, promise and agree to and with the said Windham Earl of 
Dunraven, his heirs, executors, administrators and assigns, by these presents, that he the 
said Windham Magratli Fitz-Gerald shall and will, at all times from and after the day of the 
date of tliese Presents, duly, diligently, lawfully and carefully serve the said office of Clerk of 
the Peace for the said County of Limerick, without doing or committing any kind of extor- 
tion or other wrongs, or suffering any such to be ilone, or wilfully misbehaving himself in 
the said office. In Testimony vvliereof the said parties have hereunto set their Hands and 
Seals, the day and year first in these presents written.
